President's renomination.

Mr, Taft was on the point of telling 
the committee how much the nomi- 
nation in 1908 had cost him, when 
Chairman Clapp stated that the com- 
mittee had no authority to investi- 
gate'the pre-conventfon campaign of 
that year, or funds used in the elec- 
tion now in progress, 


Dan R, Hanna of Cleveland, backer 


of the Roosevelt forces in Ohio this 
year, as the President's brother was 
of the Taft forces, followed Mr, Taft 
on the witness stand. 
He testified 


that he gave $177,000 to the support 
of the Roosevelt campaign for nomi- 
nation this year, 


"White House Voice" 


Former Senator Scott was- the first 


witness today- - 


"When we "got low in funds in Oc- 


tober, 1904," said he, "I asked Mr. 
Bliss if he could not go to 2 6 Broad- 
way and get some money. 
He said 


'No,' that he had already secured a 
contribution from those people. 
I 


asked him how-much they had given, 
and he said $10.0,000." 
- Mr. Scott said he was in Republi- 
can National headquarters, in New 
York in October, 1904, when a tele- 
phone "-call came ^fr'om 'the White 
' 'House>tor "Treasurer" "Bliss -or- Chair- 
man Cortelyott. .Nei'ther was present, 
so he talked over the wire. 


Scott did not identify the speaker 


at the 'White House end of the wire, 
•but referred to him as "the voice 
from the White House" and "the re- 
sponse from the White House." 


" 'What is this trouble I hear 


about Higgins?' " Senator Scott said 
he heard over the wire. " 'I hear he 
may be defeated.' " 


He told "the White House" that 


Mr. Higgins was in danger. 


" 'Can't the State committee sup- 


ply the necessary funds?' asked the 
White House." 


Mr. Scott said he told of the diffi- 


culties in getting money from the 
campaign and the response from "the 
White House" was: 
" 'I would rather lose the election 


in the country than be defeated in 
my own state.' "

"I said: 'There is no danger of 


your being defeated,'" said Scott. 
He added that the voice in the White 
House said: 


" 'Mr. Harriman is coming to see

TRINIDAD'S CURIOUS LAKE 


ftfc M«»s7of Asptiwlt With It* f»l«nd« 


and !t« Eddie*. 


Tbe asphalt lake; at Trinidad occu- 


pies a depression^of about 114 acres 
and~ls -probably the center of an ex- 
tinct volcano. 
It Is a lake in most 


senses of the word, for there are well 
defined shores and islands scattered 
through it at intervals, and the surface 
is In constant motion. There are also 
movements which may be ascribed to 
currents and eddies. The center of the 
lake is about a foot higher than the 
edges, this relation being maintained, 
although the lake as a whole has been 
lowered by the constant removal of 
material from it 


The depth of the deposit is not ac- 


curately known, but the lake fills up 
quickly when the surface is^ removed 
The surface is not level, but is com- 
posed of irregular tumescent masses of 
various sizes. As the spaces between 
are always full of water, these masses 
are prevented from coalescing. The 
softer part of the lake constantly 
evolves gas. which consists largely of 
carbon dioxide and sulphureted hy- 
drogen, and the pitch, -which is honey- 
combed with gas cavities, continues to 
exhibit this action for some time after 
its removal from the lake. 


The asphalt from Trinidad in its 


fresh state can be picked up and mold- 
ed without soiling the hands. The sub- 
stance is pulled apart on the surface 
with picks, and the pieces are carted 
away to the ships. In the bay of Car- 
denas, Cuba, asphalt is drawn up from 
the bed of the sea through eight or 
nine feet of water.—Harper's Weekly.

or Technical Encyclopedia. China was 
the sole producer of zinc until the mid- 
dle of the eighteenth century, disre- 
garding a minute quantity of that met- 
al which was occasionally obtained as 
a byproduct in the lead furnaces of 
Goslar in the Harz mountains.—New 
York Post.

Taking 'up the incidents between the 


last lesson and this one we note that 
because they did not consider His won- 
drous works, such as the feeding of 
the thousands, they were amazed at 
His stilling the storm and walking on 
the sea. That was Israel's trouble all 
through, and it is ours; we do not 
consider, or if we do it is "ourselves 
or our circumstances or people and not 
Him who should 
occupy all 
our 


thoughts (vs. 52: Heb. iii, 1; xii, 3). In 
chap, vi, 53-56, what a multitude of 
sick folks gathei' unto Him, see the 
streets in the villages filled with them; 
all hoping that He would pass near 
enough for teem to touch the border 
of His garment; how beautiful to read 
that "as many as touched Him were 
made whole." 


Tben follows the great discourse on 


the bread of life, the bread which 
came down from Heaven, even Him- 
self; and His reply to the question, 
"What shall we do that we might work 
the works of God?" 
In considering 


His. reply remember that believing 
means receiving (John i. 12) or commit- 
ting oneself uuto Him (John ii, 24). 
[ am continually helped by John vi. 
57, "As the living Father hath sent 
Me, and I live by the Father, so he 
that eateth Me, even be shall live by 
Me." Also verse 63, "The words that 
[ speak unto you, they are spirit and 
they are life." To many even among 
true believers. He and His words are 
still hidden manna of which they have 
not yet tasted the sweetness, or hav- 
ng no spiritual appetite -they loathe 


heavenly food. 
They have- life, 


having Him, but not abundant life. 


There were many in His day, as 


there were also ia • the days of the 
>rophets and as there are in our own 
ime. whose religion is wholly outward, 
simply a matter of externals, of out- 
ward forms and ceremonies—they are 
referred to in verse 6 of our lesson in 
a quotation from Isaiah. Let us hear 


o quotations from the prophets con- 


cerning them. "This people draw near 
Ie with their mouth and with their 
ips do honor me, but have removed 
:heir heart far from Me, and their 
ear toward Me is taught by the pre- 
cept of men'7 "They come unto thee 
as the people cometh, and they sit be- 
'ore thee as my people, and they hear 
:hy words, but they will not do them,, 
for with their.mouth they shew much 
ove, but their hfeart'goeth'after:'their 
covetousness" (Isa. ssix, 13; Ezek. 
xxxiii, 31). In addition to what our 
Lord said about them in this lesson 
He said elsewhere, "All their works 
they do for to be seen of men." 
"Ye 


make clean the outside of the cup and 
of the platter, but within are full of 
extortion and excess." "Ye outward- 
ly appear righteous unto men, but 
within are full of hypocrisy and in 
iquity" (Matt xxiii, 5, 25-2S). These 
are the men who, in the lesson for to- 
day, find fault with Christ and His 
disciples for not practicing the many 
outward washings of their religion. 
There a-re multitudes of such fo'rrnal- 
ists still who are very religious, but 
it is all outward, and they know not 
the true God, who searcheth hearts 
(I Sam. xvi, 7: I Chron. xxviii. 9: .Ter 
xvii. 10; Rev. ii. 23). lu II Tim. iiY 
1-5, we read that the eud of this age 
will be characterized by a form of god- 
liness wi.thout any power, and truly it 
is already visible enough and tending 
to a greater manifestation of the same. 


Inasmuch as it was foretold that it 


would be so, we are not surprised at 
it, and rejoice that He cannot fail nor 
be discouraged (Isa. xlii, 4.), but the 
question mny well search us. Am I 
real in my life, living before God 
rather than men and studying to shew 
myself approved unto God (II Tim. ii. 
15; II Cor. v, 9). Our Lord desires a 
holy people, a people meet for His 
use (I Pet. i. 15, 1C: II Tim. ii, 21), but 
the cleansing must be inward, by His 
spirit and. His word applying tbc 
blood (Ps. 11, 10; Rom. xii, 2: John xvii. 
17; Bph. v. 25, 2G). This matter of de- 
filement by unwashed hands js brieflj 
and decidedly disposed of by our Lord 
in these words, "To eat with unwashen 
hands defileth not a man" (Matt xv, 
20). 
Ia Matt xv, 11, and verse 15 of 


our .lesson we learn that what cometh 
out of the mouth, not that which goetli 
into t*e mouth, defileth a person, for 
out of'the abundance of fee heart the 
mouth speaketh, and out of the evil 
heart proceedeth all evil deeds and 
Words (vss. 20-23; Matt, xii, 34). 


No mere outward religion' is of any 


eternal value, .Jbut. •may'1 be of some 
•:b,en.e.fiif ''as far as this present world 
Is concerned. The great cry of today 
about the uplift of the race, the Chris- 
tianizing of nations, making an end of 
war, etc., Is all from the proud, fool 
ish heart of man, without any refer- 
ence to the great Prince of Peace, who 
alone can bring peace 
All mere hu 


man effort ns well as all people who 
are not God's planting must be rooted 
up. overthrown, broken to pieces, and 
He who created all things by 
ITU- 


word shall bring peace on earth lr 
His word. He will speak peace. His 
word will do it, ns it will also slay tlu> 
wicked (Ps. Ixxxv, 8: xlvi, 9; Isn. xl. 
4). Only by His word and His spirit 
revealing Himself can He give pence 
to any individual, but to any one thus 
receiving Him He becomes pence In- 
deed, life indeed, eternal redemption.

streets looking at the burning of some 
public building, all the while dreaming 
of the lady of the flowers. 


I was standing one day on the curb 


just outside the garden of the Tuile- 
ries when, hearing shouts in the direc- 
tion of the Place de -la Concorde, -a. 
looked and saw a crowd of commu- 
nists coming. When they came near 
me I perceived that their leader was 
a woman, and when she passed me i 
was filled with horror. 


She was my lady of the flowers! 
What a change from that pitying 


figure scattering flowers and kind 
words among wounded soldiers to the 
leader of a mob! Her dress was now 
short, and on her head she wore a red 
cap. 
Her face was lighted with a zeal 


such as Joan of Are's might have 
woun. For a moment I was too par- 
alyzed to move, and then as the throng 
of wretched creatures passed on 1 
turned and hurried after them. 


Guided by their leader, some of their 


number pushing a cart smelling of pe- 
troleum, they marched rapidly toward 
the palace of the Tuileries and, leav- 
ing the street, joined a vast crowd of 
shouting madmen in the court. Car- 
rying their petroleum to where others 
had placed kindling in the building, 
they poured it on the wood and ignit- 
ed it.

petroleum lady, in view for the jos- 
tling crowd

It was the last jw-p '->f « m.id 


effort for a Utopia. 
The barricades 


were taken, men on the roofs were 
picked off. nnd the firing degenerated 
into random shots. 


Night came on, and I walked down 


a street where the last barricade had 
been defended. I had been hunting my 
lady of the 
flowers. 
Vainly I had 


sought her face among those bands 
that had held Paris for three days by 
the throat. I had not found her, and 1 
thought I should go mad if I did not 
find her. 
T wished to draw her away, 


to beg her to abandon her road to ruin 
and let me love her forever. J came 
to the deserted barricade, climbed it 
and stumbled down on the other side. 
There, lying on the pavement, lighted 
by a lamp in a window, was the 
white face of my lady of the flowers. 
With a cry I stooped and caught her 
in iny arms. ^\ hugged her to rue to 
bring back the ebbing life.

to it by electric wires.

me and I'll see if we can arrange to 
raise the funds to help Higgins.' " 


Scott said the committee would 


"have to judge" with whom he had 
the conversation. 


"Oh, I might as well answer your 


question," he added. 
"I thought I 


was talking with President Roose- 
velt." 


When further questioned, he said 


he could not remember whether the 
"party at the White House" had said 
"Mr. Harriman is coming here," or "I 
will have Mr. Harriman come here. 


Scott said that when he suggested 


that Bliss go to 26 Broadway for 
more money, Bliss replied President 
Roosevelt had notified him not to ac- 
cept Standard Oil contributions. 


"When all the trouble broke out 


about the life insurance companies 
and campaign contributions," said 
Scott, "I went to the White House 
and suggested to President Roose- 
velt, when Mr. Perkins was indicted, 
that we who had benefited by his 
contributions, supply funds to re- 
place those he would have to return, 
and for the use of which he was in 
trouble. I said I was willing to re- 
turn that amount that had been sent 
into West Virginia. But the Presi- 
dent said no, that if the money was 
to be returned it should be return- 
ed by the party as a whole." 


Scott said he never had been in- 


formed of a return of $100,000 to 
the Standard Oil Company or any 
director of it. 


Judge Robert S. Lovett, chairman 


of the executive committee of the 
Harriman system, testified. 


Funds Delivered 


"I knew of Mr. Harriman's visit to 


Washington in October, 1904," he 
said. "He told me the National com- 
mittee was 'in a hole' and owed the 
State committee $200,000. He said, 
'The President wants me to help 
them out and I've got to do it.,' Some 
days later he came to my office and 
gave me some checks and cash. Mr. 
Bliss came and got them. 
The sum 


was 
$250,000. 
The checks were 


brokerage house checks and were in- 
dorsed to Mr. Bliss. 
I told him to 


send receipts to the contributors if 
he knew them." 


Less than $50,000 of the contribu- 


tions was in currency. Judge Lovett 
could not remember the names of 
any of the contributors, but after 
some urging thought W. K. Vander- 
bilt was one of tne contributors. 


Judge Lovett said: 
"Mr. Harri- 


man thought of making a contribu- 
tion in 1908, but as it would have to 
be made public, he 'believed it would 
do more harm than good,' under con- 
ditions existing then."
